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PREFACE. 



In oflfering these Conversation Tables to the public I 
feel that it is my duty to give my reason, if not excuse, for 
increasing the number of educational works on modern 
languages, which already overflow the book market. 

It is a universal and natural desire, among students of 
modern languages, to learn to speak the languages and to 
understand them when they are spoken. Teachers often hear 
pupils complain : * * I can read and write German or French 
well enough, but I can neither speak nor understand it." 

Most teachers know that with a great number of those 
who profess to read and write well, self- delusion, or want of 
judgement is the cause of such a profession, and that a 
thorough course of Grammar is the thing most needed by 
them. But even thorough scholars of German or French find 
difficulty in speaking and understanding the languages, un- 
less they have had a special training to that end. Now, what 
are the methods generally in use for teaching conversation 
in a foreign language ? Most all grammars contain more or 
less conversational exercises, and by a thorough study of 
such grammars and by committing to memory the illustra- 
tions, a most valuable treasure of matter for conversation 
maybe acquired; the same can be obtained from other books 
which contain idioms and ready-made conversations. But

conversation does not consist in repeating a number of 
phrases ; speech and thought are inseparable* Therefore it 
is a very rational plan of instruction to converse freely witii 
the pupils, however slow the work may be at the outset. 
But every teacher who tried to converse with students, even 
though they were well prepared by a previous study of 
the grammar, must have felt uneasy on account of the great 
loss of time, which seems to be inevitable. Generally aU 
conversation on the part of the students amounts to little 
more than to find the shortest possible answers to the 
teacher's questions, not two out of ten will be found 
courageous and quick enough to form questions with the 
treasure of words and grammatical knowledge they possess, 
and if they try, the work will be exceedingly slow, and dis- 
couragement will befall even the best. 

This experience has suggested to me that the step from 
learning phrases by heart, on the one side, to free con- 
versation, on the other, is too great a one, and this method 
is intended to form a bridge between both. The principle of 
it is this: While, in the present Conversation- Tables, the 
questions are given in full, the answers are not complete, 
but only the material needed for them is given, and it is the 
learner's task quickly to compose the answer with the words 
he sees before him, and which, besides, he knows already 
from a previous preparation. Thus, by removing for the 
time the lesser obstacles, the student's thoughts may be 
directed entirely upon the most difficult one, namely the for- 
mation of correct sentences, — and he will soon acquire 
facility in finding the required person, tense, case, &c,, of 
the words before him. 
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From the notice on the use of the tables, it will be seen 
that the arrangement is such as to give each member of a 
class his part in conversation, without ever relieving the 
rest from the necessity of close attention. 

The questions and answers are divided into four series of 

Bixty, each growing in length and difficulty* A large amount 

of idioms is presented in both questions and answers, yet 

without forcing the style. By introducing subjects of various 

description I have tried to make the study of this little book 

entertaining as well as instructive.

Use of the Conversation Tables. 



Each member of the class should be provided with a copy 
of these tables and should make himself acquainted with tiie 
words occuring in the first series, before they are taken up 
in the class. During the recitation the students should not 
use their own copies, but the teacher should cut one series 
into as many parts as there are pupils in the class, and hand 
one part to each pupiU*) 

Then one of the pupils should read a question from his 
paper, the whole class paying attention, as no one knows who 
will have to answer* The question having been read, and 
the class having understood it, the number, in parenthesis 
at the end of the question, is pronounced by the reader. This 
number indicates the question under which is given the 
answer to the question first read. As the numbers of the 
questions follow each other in their natural order, the one 
called out will be found immediately by the pupil on whose 
paper it happens to be; he finds under it the words with 
which he will form an answer, and having answered he then 
reads one of the questions on his paper, and the exercise 
continues as before. The answer is never on the same paper 
as the question, unless the number of pupils is less than 3. 

This exercise should not occupy a whole lesson, but only 
about twelve questions should be taken at a time. After the 
first series is finished, the second is used in the same way, &c.
